In February information reached 
the police that Lioyd was not the hus- 
band’s name. He was arrested and 
identified, the police say, as George Jo- 
seph Smith, who in November, 1913, 
had married at Portsmouth, Miss 
Alice Burnham. who a month later 
also had been found dead in her bath. 
In this case too a coroner's jury 
brought in a verdict of accidental 
death. The police also have had the 
body of another woman exhumed, 
This woman who also died in her bath, 
shortly after her marriage, as Herne 
Bay, was married to a man who gave 
the name of Henry Williams, and who 
is believed by the police to be George 
Joseph Smith. 

Prosecutor Bodkin said the accused 
had been married five times in all. 
His first wife was Carolina Beatrice 
Thornhill, who he married in 1898 
and who now is on her way to London 
frém Canada. 
“The case is remarkable for the 
greed for wealth which was the dom- 
inant motive in the taking of these 
three lives,” the prosecator said. “We 
shall show that at the death of two 
of them, £2800 ($14,000) was obtained 
and that the prisoner when arrested, 
was in a fair way to obtain $700 
more.” 

The prosecutor related how Smith 
h ardently courted each woman and 
had obtained from each a will making 
him the sole legatee. 

“In the death of these three women 
precisely similar circumstances 
existed.“ Mr. Bodkin said. “Each died 
of drowning in her bath and each was 
first discovered by the prisoner.”

McClatchy, pres!- 
dent of the State Reclamation Board, 
at the second annual congress of In- 
land Waterways Association of Call- 
fornia, which began a three-day ses- 
sion. The washing of land by torren- 
Hal streams of Los Angeles county 
into San Pedro Bay, and the threat- 
ened inundations of the Imperial Val- 
ley by the Colorado River were condi- 
tions, the speaker sald, which touched 
on waterways over which the Federal 
government had control. 

“With the completion of the Sac- 
ramento River flood control project,” 
he declared, “an empire worth 110. 
000,000 will have been reclaimed. The 
solution of this problem means more 
to the wealth, commerce, develop- 
ment and population of the State than 
any other enterp „ State or Fed- 
eral. In proportion to the territory 
drained, the flood of the Sacramento 
River is five times as great as any 
other river in the United States.” 

Vice-President Thomas R. Marshall 
will be the principal speaker tomor- 
row, which is “national aspect day.” 
Franklin K. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, is scheduled for an address. 
Other speakers will be Senator-elect 
James D. Phelan of California and 
Senator Key Pittman of Nevada.

VANCOUVER (B.C.) March 23.— 
Although hope of finding any more 


niaemine was abandoned on Monday 
evening, every available man and boy 
in the district worked desperately to- 
day to recover the dead bodies buried 
in the big slide. Twenty-one bodies 
were recovered up to Monday night 
but leas than half that number were 
brought to the surface today. The to- 
tal number of dead is now fixed at 56. 
Of these five were women and six 
children. 
During the day there were evi- 
dences of a second and leaser slide of 
materials loosened by the slide on Sun- 
day night, but the threatened danger 
did not deter the rescue parties from 
their task. Talks with survivors show 
that the people of the camp are still 
dazed by the completeness of the de- 
struction. 
An inquest will be held at Britannia 
h tomorrow afternoon and at its 
contlusion the bodies will be brought 
to this city for interment. A crowd of 
relatives and friends of the miners 
met the steamer Ballona on her ar- 
rival tonight. A number of survivors, 
shaken by the experience, landed, in- 
— several workmen from the dis- 
ct. 

In a statement Dr. McKechnie, head 
of the rescue forces, said that there 
were fourteen injured in the Britannia 
Beach Hodspital. All were doing well 
and all were expected to recover.

May Campbell, who is president of the 
Torrens Land Law League of Califor- 
nia, and she was the firat person to 
file application for a title under the 
new law in the State. 

It had such sienificance to her that 
she asked Presiding Judge Wood for 
the pen with which he signed the 
decree and when he surrendered his 
fountain pen, she said she proposed 
to keep it as a souvenir of the oc- 
casion., 
Mrs. Campbell's decree is for prop- 
located at the northwest corner 
of Twelfth street and Grand avenue 
and has a value of $400,000. 
the decree was granted there was a 
triumphal procession to the offices of 
County Recorder Logan. 
was accompanied by Crail 
Crail, her attorneys, and Francis G. 
Burke, examiner of. titles under the 
law appointed by Judge Wood. 

The decree ordered the County Re- 
corder to register the title, and when 
this ceremony was performed, the title 
stood good against adverse claims of 
any person, the State assuring its 
validity.

TWO NEW LENSES. 


Optical Expert Tells Local Men of 

Improvements that Have Been 

Made in Glasses. 

In the Chamber of Commerce as- 
sembly hall, Monday night, Max Pos- 
er, F. R. MS., of Rochester, delivered 


a lecture dealing with the evolution 
of ophthalmic lenses and the new 
system of designating their power. 
The address incorporated the latest 
discoveries of science in the field of 
ophthalmic optics, and leading up to 
the latest lens system, known under 
the name of punktal and katral 
lenses. A number eof lantern slides 
were used to illustrate the lecture. 
The photographs were taken so that 
they represented an object as it ap- 
pears to the eye when looking 
through the lens at the center, and 
— slowly moving toward the mar- 


It was thus clearly shown that, 
while an eye will perceive clear vi- 
sion with an ordinary ophthalmic lens 
over an angle of field of about 16 
deg., the punktal and katral lenses 
will give a clear vision over an angle 
of 60 deg. This remarkable discov- 
ery was made at the optical works 
of Carl Zeiss, Jena, Germany. 

Mr. Poser also described a num- 
ber of new precision instruments 
which enable the practitioner to car- 
ry out the most precise fitting of 
lenses. The lecture was under the 
auspices of the two local optical as- 
sociations.

Business Man in the Sunday-school.” 
He believes the Sunday-school is an 
excellent place for the “tired dus 
ness man,” and that it will give him 
fresh enthusiasm and keep him in the 
closest touch with youth. 
The speaker declared that he had 
spent sixty-two years in the Sunday- 
schools and hadn't graduated yet. 
“It's the best investment I ever 
made,” said he. “It keeps me young, 
and it will keep other business men 
young. The very cream of the church 
is found in the Sunday-school.” 
Mr. Heinz dropped many epigrams 
as he told of the origin pf the Sun- 
day-sechool work, when Robert 
Raikes, in London, gathered in from 
2 streets the ragamuffins and taught 
em. 
“When consecrated men and women 
volunteered their services the schools 
began their great development, and 
eventually this evolved iteéif into the 
great international Sunday-school les- 
son system and the organization of a 
world movement. 
“Today the Sunday-school is the 
first consideration of every church. 
Here are the tools to do the best 
work. And the time is at hand when 
the Y.M.C.A., and the Sunday-schoo! 
must be closely allied, so that the 
youth may go from the Sunday-schoo!

Another kink in the Democratic

For instance, the seaman’s 
act passed by Congress abolishes arrest 
and imprisonment as a penalty for desertion 
and encourages desertion by compelling the 
shi er to pay a deserter one-half of the 
wages due him in any port, although he 
may have shipped for a round voyage and 
contracted to receive his wages at the end 
thereof. It regulates the manning of ves-. 
sels, division of watches at sea, and estab 
lishes ratings for able seamen and lifeboat 
men—all of which might better have been 
left to ship captains. 

The most absurd provision of the law, 
and one that will work the greatest injury 
to American shipping on the Pacific Ocean, 
is the lanevagce test clause, which requires 
that 75 per cent. In every department of the 
crew shall be able to understand any order 
given by the officers. This was doubtless 
intended to compel - the employment of 
Americans or Europeans, instead of Lascars 
and Japanese, on vessels engaged in the 
Asiatic trade, but it ill be more apt to 
drive American vessels out of the Pacific- 
carrying trade and turn it over to the Japa- 


nese.

GIRL SHOOTS 


AND WINS

HERMOSA BEACH, March 23.— 
Simultaneously with the coming to- 
day of the best run of mackerel of 
the season, thousands of sea birds 
swarmed the municipal pier, watching 
for a chance to make prey of the 
game and bait fish. Taking for 
granted the indication of yesterday 
that there would be a good run of 
mackerel today, when bait fish, in- 
cluding sardines and anchovies came 
close to shore, Harry Rogers and Fred 
Ashley today put out in a small boat, 
and, after a few hours’ fishing with 
heavy tackle, brought tn 800 pounds 
of fine mackerel.

NDORSE SCHOOL 
MONEY SCHEME. 


BOARD APPROVES FINANCIAL 
LEGISLATION REPORT. 


After long discussion, the Board of 
Education last evening gave its ap- 
proval, with only one disgetiling vote, 
to the report of superintendents on 
specific financial legislation for the 
schools. This indorsement approves 
of the plans evolved to meet the loss 
of school income caused by the réevo- 
cation of the poll tax. 

Summarized, the legislation ap- 
proved includes the Rutherford As- 
sembly bill, increasing the State schoo! 
fund from $13 to $18 a unit of at- 
tendance; other bills increasing the 
county school fund from 813 to 26 
a unit of attendance, and apportion- 
ing State and county moneys at $800 
a teacher instead of $650; also bills 
authorizing a special kindergarten 
fund of 20 cents or leas; providing for 
an amendment so that the reduction 
for delinquency shall be 6 instead of 
15 per cent.; permitting a school dis- 
trict fo raise money for building pur- 
poses, by request, thus permitting the 
substituting direct taxes for bonds for 
building purposes; raising the limit of 
district taxes from 30 to 60 cents; au- 
thorizing the establishment of a coun- 
ty high school fund, which will pro- 
vide at least $50 a unit of daily at- 
tendance in each high school. 

There was such difference of opin- 
fon among members of the board in 
regard to the McKnight bill, the Kemp 
amendment, etc., that it decided to 
take no action on either of them and 
to confine its approval to the specific 
financial scheme as outlined in the 
billie referred to above. 

By a vote of 6 to 1 the board last 
night settled a long-standing question 
as to a school location for the western 
part of the city. It veted to pur- 
chase a tract of 2.38 acres at Van 
Ness and Elmwood, and touching Nor- 
ton avenue, for $10,000, as a site for 
a new intermediate school. 

This location will be about 3500 
feet from the Banta Monica-boulevard 
achool and a little more than a mile 
from the Cahuenga school, giving ac- 
commodation to a frapidly-building 
section. 

The report of the superintendent 
showed that for February there were 
in the intermediate schools an aver- 
age daily attendance of 60,259; that 
there were 1813 new boy pupils and 
1622 new girl pupils, and that the 
total number of pupils actually in at- 
tendance was 57,456. 

In the High Schools the average 
daily attendance was 11,130 and the 
total number of puptis in attendance 
14,737. There were 1172 new boy 
pupils and 1011 new girl pupils.

OUR NATIONAL GUARD. 


— — 

There Should ‘be a Reserve of at 

least a Million Men Ready to Re- 

pel Invasion at Any Point. 

[Cincinnati Enqutrer: The militia 
law of the United States provides for 
the service of everv able-bcdied male 
citizen, and every able-bodied male of 
foreign birth, who has declared in- 
tention to become a citizen, between 
the ages of 18 and 46 years. These 
are divided into two classes, the or- 
ganized and the unorganized, the for- 
mer known ag the National Guard or 
by such other designaticn as may be 
given by the respective States or terri- 
tories. The unorganized are called re- 
serve militia. The latest table of fig- 
ures at hand gives 16,000,000 wunor- 
ganized, or reserves, and only 122,674 
commissioned and enlisted men, of 
whom 113,279 only are enlisted. 

The largest forces are those of New 
York, 16.5628: Pennsvivania. 10,470; 
Ohio, 6400; Massachusetts, 5984: Un- 
nes, 5967. Down the line of the forty. 
eight States and District of Columbia 
and Hawall the figures diminish to 
469 for Delaware, 464 for Utah, and 
a blank for Nevada. 

We have had so much information 
about our unpreparedness as to justi- 
fy the belief that every portion of 
our country ought right now to be 
doing something to Increase the or- 
ganized militia. In every State we 
ought to be considering proper meas- 
ures to this end. Because a State, 
city or section of country may be con- 
sidered far beyond danger cf attack 
by land, sea or air, is no reason why 
that city, State or section should not 
be up and doing to organize for the 
common cause of defense necessary if 
that time shall come. 

The example sought to be set by 
New Yerk to Increase by a quarter 
of a million drilled, uniformed and 
armed men, its force of national 
guards ought to be followed by every 
State. Probably this effort in New 
York grows out of the exposure of its 
vast riches te the first stroke of the 
invader, but we do not know that the 
attack may not come from the West 
or from the North or from the South. 

We should have a reserve of at 
least 1,000,000 men, drilled, uniformed 
and armed. Our splendid systems of 
raliroads provide means fcr speedy 
mobilization. Then, if invasion comes, 
there will be drilled and uniformed 
men ready for the call for volunteers 
or for the draft that might be in- 
voked.

City Engineer Hamlin is preparing 
a statement to the Board of Public 
Works in defense of his conduct of 
the office and in reply to the criticism 
made by Commissioners Osborne and 
O’Brien of the board.

Commissioners Osborne and O’Brien 
are determined that City Engineer 
Hamlin shall not hold office after 
April 1, on which date they promise 
to name Assistant Engineer Hansen n 
his place, and demote Office Deputy 
Clausen, bringing the new City En- 
gineer in contact with the public. 
The attempt on the part of friends 
of City Engineer Hamlin to force the 
whole matter into the Council was 
said yesterday to be impossible of 
consummation, since the Mayor has 
indicated that he is in sympathy with 
the request for Mr. Hamlin's resigna- 
tion and will approve such action as 
the majority of the Board of Public 
Works may see fit. 

The present crisis in the office of 
City Engineer Hamlin was averted 
two years ago when a majority of 
the City Council declined to ask the 
Board of Public Works to remove 
Mr. Hamlin over the charges that 
specifications were changed in the 
Hili-street tunnel. Former Council- 
men Topham, Andrews and Reed 
voted to oust the engineer, but the 
resolution to this effect, offered by 
Mr. Topham, was defeated. 

At that time it was charged that 
enameled tile had been substituted for 
giased brick in the facing of the tun- 
nel, contrary to specifications. Deputy 
Engineer Tuttle took the blame for 
the change and Mr. Hamlin denied 
ann responsibility for it. The result 
was that Mr. Tuttle resigned. 


GOING! GOING! 
BOND FOR AUCTIONEERS. 


An ordinance regulating auctioneers, 
and requiring them to give bond to 
protect buyers from misrepresenta- 
tions will be the subject of a public 
hearing next Tuesday before the Pub- 
‘lie Safety Committee. The commit- 
tee discussed the ordinance yester- 
day, but took no action. 

Complaints were made that auc- 
tioneers represent articles to be of 4 
quality they do not prove to be after 
purchase. In one instance a citizen 
complained that he paid $1000 for a 
set of alleged mahogany that afterward 
turned out to be veneered pine. The 
ordinance proposes to make auction- 
eers give sufficient bonds so that when 
a buyer is bilked by goods he may 
recover upon showing the misrepre- 
sentation.
